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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 16-21 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Navas (5,480,401). 

Navas discloses the claimed invention including a fixation device 1 comprising a 
support member 1a, 3 having a slot (e.g. defined by 4b, 3c, etc.) extending through the 
side thereof, first and second support shafts 5 extending through the slot of the support 
member, and a coupling assembly positioned along the support member (see, e.g. Figs 
1-4 and col. 1 , lines 24-29 and 40-67). The slot and the support shafts are configured 
and dimensioned to allow movement of the support shafts in a longitudinal direction with 
respect to the support member. The coupling device is sufficiently "configured and 
arranged" to be capable of satisfying the intended uses set forth in claim 16. A variable 
force is applied against the support shafts by resilient members 7. Since members 7 
are resilient and have an inherent spring rate, they can be considered springs. The 
device includes at least one threaded, selectively positionable coupler, e.g. 50, 51 (in 
the embodiment of Fig. 4). 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 July 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's amendment directed to the intended use of the device 
for fixating a fractured bone, it is noted that a recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is at least capable of performing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim. It is noted that the device need only be capable of performing the 
intended use and need not be an optimal or preferred configuration. Given that the 
device of Navas is designed to be anchored in bone and provides a certain degree of 
stabilization, it could be used for the claimed purpose. The coupling assembly of Navas 
is capable of performing each of the intended uses set forth in the claims.
